Courthouse, 300 South Fourth Street, Minneapolis, MN 55415, or as soon thereafter as
counsel can be heard.  Any response to this motion shall be filed and delivered no later
than September 22, 2004, which is seven days before the date set for the hearing on this
Application, or filed and served by mailed no later than September 17, 2004, which is ten
days before the date set for the hearing on this Application.  IF NO RESPONSE
OPPOSING THE MOTION IS TIMELY FILED, THE COURT MAY GRANT THE MOTION
WITHOUT A HEARING.

Steven B. Nosek, the Applicant herein, hereby applies to the Court, pursuant to 11
U.S.C. §§ 328, 330 and 331, for an Order allowing interim compensation and
reimbursement of expenses and states in support thereof as follows:

1. Applicant is the attorney for the Debtor-in-Possession in the above-
referenced case.  Applicant’s employment was approved by the Court on
August 5, 2003.  The Petitions commencing this case was filed with the Clerk
of Bankruptcy Court on August 1, 2003

2. This Court has jurisdiction over this application under Sections 157 and 1334.
This application is filed pursuant to Bankruptcy Rules 2016 and 9013 and
Local Rule 406.

3. The terms of the employment and compensation sought therefor are on an
hourly basis at a rate of $195.00 per hour for services performed by Steven
B. Nosek, as more completely described in the attached exhibit.



4. The services rendered by Applicant during this period, are set forth in the
attached Exhibit A and include the following:

a. General representation and advice provided to the Debtor concerning
case matters involved in the Chapter 11 proceeding, including dealing
with creditors, employees, vendors, service providers, etc. - 25.4
hours.

b. Plan of Reorganization. - 23.8 hours.

c. Efforts to obtain a new financing and/or a sale of the Debtor's assets -
20.8 hours.

5. In addition, your Applicant has incurred expenses in the amount of $1,060.56
as described in the attached Exhibit A.

6. As indicated in the attached exhibit, the total value for the unpaid fees for
representation of the Debtor herein is the sum of $13,650.00.

7. The time period in which the services were rendered as are described in this
Interim Fee Application are from May 1, 2004 through August 30, 2004.

8. All the assets of the Debtor are subject to liens and security interests held by
Associated Bank Minnesota, N.A.  The Bank has indicated it will consent to
the payment of your Applicant's fees as an administrative expense.
Administrative expenses incurred in the case, with certain exceptions, have
been approved by the Bank and have been paid by the Debtor.  The Debtor
has filed a Motion seeking authority to sell its assets, which Motion has been
set for hearing.

9. Under penalty of perjury, the undersigned hereby verifies that the foregoing
is true and correct.

WHEREFORE, Debtor requests:

1. Allowance of interim compensation in the amount of $13,650.00 and
reimbursement of expenses in the amount of $1,060.56, said fees and
expenses totaling $14,710.56 and the same to be allowed as an
administrative expense herein.
